NEW YOHK, May 5.—A blue-coated mes- 


senger boy, with a browu envelope in his 
hand, ran iuto tho olllcc of Austin, Bald- 
win & Co., agents of tho State Line 
Steamship Company, CJ Broadway, at 
clevuu o'clock >ustorJay ruomiug.
